— In exercise of the ^wers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of re-

— (1) These rules may 
be called the Ordnance Factories and Ordnance Equipment 
Factorica (Group ‘‘C’" posts) Recruitment Rules, 1980.

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualiticu’ 
tions etc. — The method of reciLiitnient, age limit, qualifica- 
tion and other matters relating 10 the said posts shall be as 
specified in column'^j 5 to 13 of ihe Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or conn acted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living or, ^ 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person. 

uhall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such poison and the other party to the marriage 
and that iheic arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
pergon from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to jelax. — Where the Central Goveinmeiil is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provision of these rules with respect to any cla^ 
or category of persons. 
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7. Saving : — Nothing in these ru’cs shall affect reservations, or other special categories of persons in accordance with 

relaxation of age limit and olher concesisions required to the orders issued by the Central Government, from time to 

be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tiibes Uine, in this regard.

S.RO* 33. — Tn’ exercise of the powci s confdrrdd by the 
proviso to Article 309 of the conditiilion the President here- 
by makeii the following rules repuJaiing the method of 
recruitment to the post of Juni.n- Scientific OtHcer in the 
Directorate of "I'cchnical Development and Production (Air) 
under the Ministry of Defence, namely : — 

L Short title and commencement. — (i) These rules may bo 
Called the Directorate of Technical Development and Produc- 
tion (Air) Organisation, Ministry of Defence (Group ‘B’ Ju- 
nior Scientific Olliccr, Recriiitment Rules, 1980. 

(ii) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the official gazette, 

2. Application.— These Rules shall apply to the post speci- 
fied in Column I of The Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 
member of post, their classification and the scale of pay atta- 
ched thereto shall be as specified in Columns 2 to 4 of the 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment : I. Initial Recruitment, 

(1) (a) All Junior Scientific Officers in, the Defence 

S:ience Service and working in the Directorate 
of Technical Development and Production (Air) 
Organisation on regular basis on the date of pro- 
mulgation of these rules shall be deemed to 
have been appointed to that post in the Directo- 
rate of Technical Development and Production 
(Air) Organisation. 

(b) Any Junior Scientific Officer in the Defence 
Science Service who is/was working in the above 
date in any of the offices or establishments 
under the Defence Research and Development 
Organisntion and the Directorate Genera! of Ins- 
pection shall not be appointed to the post of 
Junior Scientific Officer in Directorate of Techni- 
cal Development and Production (Air) unless 
he, within three months from the date of pro- 
mulgation of these Rules, opts for absorption 
as Junior Scientific Officer in the Directorate of 
Technical Development and Production (Air) 
and is found fit for appointment thereto in the 
manner mentioned in sub-rulc (2) below. 

(2) The suitability for appointment to the posts of Junior 

Scientific Officer in the Directorate of Technical 
Development and Production (Air) in the rase of 
■ Defence Science Service Officcr?i serving in tho 
Defence Research and Development Organisation and 
Directorate General of Inspection who opt for Direc- 
torate of Technical Development and Production (Air) 
Organisation shall be determined by a Screening 
Committee constituted as under. 1 he decision of the 
Committee shall be final and binding on all concern- 
ed and no appeal shall lie against the decision of this 
Committee : —

Explanation. — ^1'he absence of a member other than the 
Chairman shall not invalidate the proceedings 
of the Screening Committee. 

Provided that the Junior Scientific Officers who are found 
suitable by the Screening Committee shall be appoinlc d as 
Junior Scientific Officer in Directorate of Technical Develop- 
ment and Production (Air) Organisation on regular basis 
from the date of promulgation of these rules against the avail- 
able vacancies In that grade and shall retain their jntcr-sc- 
seniority as assigned to them in the Defence Science Service 
on that date. Such of the officers as cannot be so absorbed 


for want, of vacancies shall continue to serve with the De- 
fence Renezirch and Development Organisation/Directorate 
General of ins peel ion I ill y>ich time as regular vacancies jn 
the grade of Junior Scientific Officer become available in 
Directorate of Technical Development and Production (Ah) 
Organisation for their absorption. The seniority of such offi- 
cers shall be fixed by the Government in consultation with 
the Union Public Service Commiasion. 

Note : The regular continuous service of officers mem- 
tioncd in sub-rules (1) and (2) above in the grade of 
Junior Scientific Officer prior to their appointment 
in Directorate of Technical Development and Pro- 
duction fAir) Organisation shall count for the purpose 
of qualifying service for promotion, confirmation 
and pension. 

(3) Any officer referred to in sub-rule (l)(a) of thin rule 
who does not, on selection to the post of Junior 
Scientific Officer, desire to be absorbed as Junior 
Scientific Officer in the Directorate of Technical 
Development and Production (Air) under these rules 
may continue to hold the post held by him imme- 
diately before the selection as if he had not been 
selected and for this purpose the post held by him 
shall be deemed to have been excluded from the 
purview of these rules for so long as he continues to 
hold it. He shall also not be considered for any 
further promotion or confirmation in the organisa- 
tion, 

JT. Future Recruitment. — ^To the extent the autho- 
rised regular strength of Junior Scientific Officer in 
the Directorate of Technical Development and Pro- 
duction (Air) is not filled at the time of the initial 
constitution, it shall be filled in accordance with 
the provisions specified in Columns 5 to 13 of the 
Schedule annexed hereto. 

5. Persona appointed to the posts of Junior Scientific Offi- 
cers in accordance with these rules shall be liable to — 

(a) serve anywhere in India or outside. 

(b) field service (including service on land/travel by 

service aircraft or Naval ship etc.) In respect of in- 
vestigation, development, indigenisation and quality 
assurance work or such other work as may be ap- 
proved by the Director of Technical Development 
and Production (Air). 

(c) undergo such training and be detailed on courses of 

inatrnctions in India and abroad as the DTD&P (xAir) 
mav decide from time to time. An officer detailed for 
training or course the duration of which is 6 months 
or more or on officer detailed for training outside 
India or with private firms or factories in India, ir- 
respective of the duration of the training, will be 
liable to refund in full the cost of training, if for 
any reason, during the training or within a period of 
3 years after completion of such training, he chooses 
to discontinue his service. 

6. Disqualification. — No person, (a) who has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with a spouse living, or (b) who, having 
a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
any person; shall be eligible for appointment to any of the 
said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is pormis.^ible unless the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is neceasary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts. 

8. Saving. --Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions, required to bo 
provided for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.
